Alfred Ernst has been the leader of 
the Choral-Symphony Orchestra for 
about twelve years. A strong faction 
of local musicians is satisftield that he 
ought to be the leader no longer. Mr. 
Ernst himself says he is satisfied to 
continue or retire, as the St. Louis 
public decides. A number of prominent 
supporters of the Choral-Symphony So- 
ciety are insistent in their demand for 
his retention.

JOKES AS LEG IS CUT OFF. 


Physicians Use New Method on 
Injured Man. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—While two sur- 
geons were aseuteate off his leg in Flower 
llospital vesterday, Edward McCabe, in 
full of his faculties, watched 
the operation and occasionally cracked a 
joke with the men who were wielding 
the knives. He felt no pain whatever. 
This is because the physicians pursued 
a most unusual method of operation. 

McCabe was struck by a Third ave- 
nue car Saturday and suffered a com- 
pound fracture of the left keg. At the 
Flower Hospital it was found an ampu- 
tation would be necessary. 

It developed that McCabe's heart ac- 
tion was too weak to permit the admin- 
istration of an anesthetic, and it was 
decided to apply a hypodermic injection 
of cocaine to the spinal column. This 
produces what is known as spinal an- 
esthesia’ of the lower extremities, de- 
priving the patient of all sensation there. 
McCabe has a fair chance of recover- 
ing

Messages inquiring whether the police 
had heard of a shooting in the south 
end of East St. Louis were received 
before midnight Saturday. Sergt. Gill, 
deciding to arrest the sender, had the 
operator note the place from which the 
next call might come. A few minutes 
later the telephone rang again and the 
game question was asked by a man 
at the other end of the line. This mes- 
gage, according to the operator, came 
from Jackson’s saloon, not far from 
the Bessemer company’s office. 

Arrest After Killing Learned. 
4o further inquiries were received, 
the lice made no investigation until 
Sunday, when the murder of Lapinski 
Then detectives went 
fn search of the man who had been 
telephoning - Saturday night and_ took 
Johnson into custody. He admitted the 
messages, but said his object was to 
learn whether a man who had called 
to him that a man had been shot and 
killed in that locality was telling the 
truth. He denies any knowledge of the 
killing of Lapinski. He is 34 years old, 
and works in a rolling mill in the south- 
ern part of East St. Louis. 

Ritterberry is 41 years old. He re- 
fuses .o make anv statement to the 
lice. The detectives say they have 
earned that he recently had some busi- 
ness dealings with Lapinski, and that 
he was seen near the coal company’s 
offices Saturday evening. 

Was Shot and Robbed. 


Lapinski was shot through the head 
and heart some time Saturday night, 
and was robbed of his purse containing 
about $100. His body was found in the 
plant of the coal company, a mile and 
a half below the Eads Bridge, Sunaay 
morning, by John Arthur, the day en- 
gineer. 

The plant’ of the Bessemer Washed 
Coal Co. is situated among the willows 
on the river bank, and is in an almost 
inaccessible place. Lapinski’s empty 
purse was found among the railroad 
tracks about 250 yards from the scene 
of the murder. 

When Day Engineer Arthur entered 
the plant Sunday morning he found 
Lapinskt’s body stretched on the floor. 
His midnight luncheon was spread out 
on a table before him. There were no 
evidences of a struggle, but a _ bullet 
wound in the head and another in the 
breast told the story of the murderer's 
deadivy aim. The body was removed to 
a morgue in East St. Louis and an in- 
quest will be held either Monday or 
Tuesday. The East St. Louis police 
are working hard to clear up the mys- 
tery of the murder.

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California Scientist Conducts 
Experiments on Mice 
ubd Cats.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 22.—Prof. 
H. LaV. Twining, head of the science 
department at the Polytechnical 
School, has made number of 
experiments that seem to confirm 
recent reports that other scien- 
tists Mave determined what they con- 
sider the actual weight of the soul of a 
human being. Prof. Twining began his 
experiments on mice, kittens and grass- 
hoppers. He has found that a distinct 
loss of weight follows the death of each 
of these creatures. 

In conducting his Investigations Prof. 
Twining used a Troemmer balance, 
which records the minutest deviation in 
weight. Four shallow pans of sulphuric 
acid were placed near to eliminate all 
moisture. Choosing a mouse, the scient- 
ist placed it in a Florence flask her- 
matically sealed. The flask was placed 
on the Troemmer. balance and when a 
constant weight had been obfained 142 
hours were permitted to elapse. At the 
end of that period no change was ob- 
served. However, after the balance 
had been brought to a constant weight 
it became agitated from some cause. the 
swinging irregutarly over four 

of the scale. After some 20 

again became quiet and re- 
The cause of this agitation 
unaccounted for. 
Next Prof. Twining put the living 
mouse, Weighing 12.886 grams. with a 
piece of cyanide of potassium previously 
weighed out into an open flask and | 
placed a plece of cyanide in the flask 
as well to insure against any loss due 
to evaporation of th€ cyanide. The 
mouse died very quickly, on dying sud- 
denly lost 3.1 milligrams. Later experi- 
ments show that a live mouse balanced 
on the scales slowly loses weight and a 
dead mouse on the secales takes 30 
minutes to lose the same 3.1 miligrams 
which is lost so suddenly at the moment 
of death. This loses is due to moisture 
and can he accounted for, but the cause 
of the sudden loss is still unknown.

Mr. Bryan has found it’ advisable to make an- 
other statement of his views about 
railroad rate and Government owner- 
ship. To summarize it briefly, Mr. Bryan favors 
an experiment with Government regulation - under 
ihe most favorable conditions, rates to be based 
on the appraised value of the property, and future 
stockwatering to be prohibited. “‘When, however, 
as Mr. Bryan believes will prove true, control has 
been demonstrated to be ineffectual, then it will 
be necessary to go to Federal ownership of trunk 
lines. His reasons for believing that such con- 
trol must fail in that “as in the past, so in the 
future, private ownership of railroads will cause 
a constant corrupfing of the body politic, he holds 
that even under rigid control the incentive for 
the private owner and manager to befoul the po- 
litical system will remain, and that such befoul- 
ing will continue to a greater or lesser degree 
as in the past, rendering private ownership in- 
compatible with the interests of the masses.” 

Mr. Bryan is an unconscious Socialist. 
misbehavior of the railroad managers necessi- 
tates Government ownership of railroads, then 
the misbehavior of other industrial managers ne- 
cessitates Government ownership of their prop- 
erty as well. The Steel Trust, the Tobacco Trust, 
the Coal Trust, the Oil Trust, the Paper Trust, 
Ice Trust and scores of other trusts have the 
same incentive “to befoul the political system’”’ 
that the railroads have. So have the saloon keep- 
er, the cadet, the dive keeper, the gambler and 
ihe professional burglar. If the railroads must be 
taken over by the Government because their man- 
agers “befoul the political system,’ so must all 
other industries and occupations be taken over by 
the Government, where the managers, proprietors 
and operators find it profitable to buy immunity 
from prosecution and to purchase the privilege 
of violating the law. 

If the railroad man. debauches politics, society 
can send him to Jail; it has sent plenty of other 
people to Jail for the same offense. If the rail- 
road man gives rebates, society can send him to 
Jail. If he fails to perform his duties as a com- 
mon carrier honestly, faithfully and without dis- 
crimination, society can punish him precisely as

Mi OST curious mementos of a long- 


forgotten civilization have been 

desciphered by Prof. Clay of 
the University of Pennsylvania from 
the cuneiform tablets buried 14 ‘cen- 
turies before the time of Christ 
in the old city of Nippur, Baby- 
lonia. In many respects the civilization 
of that day is shown by the tablets to 
have been not so different from that of 
today. Many of the old records tell of 
commercial transactions by those who 
had charge of the city’s revenues. These 
revenues were loaned out in the interest

‘cent untit proven guilty.”

FYAMINATION OF 
MAS, EDDY ASKED 


Plaintift’s Suggestion to Defen- 
dants in Suit for Account- 
ing Is Ignored. 


By Leased Wire From the New Yeérk 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 22.—The question 
of the mental ability or disability of 
Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, founder 
and head OF the Christian Science 
Church, will soon be determined legally, 
according to the plans of Ex-Senator 
William E. Chandler, counselor for the 
plaintiffs in the suit against Calvin A. 
Frye and others. 


From the outset of the legal proceed- 
ings to rescué her from the alleged 
conspirators, Mr. Chandler and his as- 
sociates have sought to avoid putting 
the aged and feeble Mrs. Eddy to any 
hardship. They realize that the excite- 
ment attendant upon being carried to 
court might prove harmful to her. 

Pursuant to this wish to spare her 
personal annoyance or inconvenience, 
they, it was learned yesterday, ad- 
dressed on March 12, a letter to Frank 8. 
Streeter of Concord, counsel for Mrs. 
Eddy, suggesting that a proper exami- 
nation be made at her home. Pleasant 
View, in Concord. The letter reads, in 
part: 

‘We propose that you select three 
competent gentlemen and that we se- 
lect three others, and that at various 
convenient hours the six be allowed to 
visit Mrs. Eddy and by observation and 
conversation qualify themselves to be 
witnesses for or against our contention; 
no one but these,six persons to be al- 
lowed to talk with her, and not more 
than six additional persons, selected in 
the same way, to be permitted to be 
present. Shorthand writers may at- 
tend to take down all that is said or 
may be excluded and nothing taken 
down, as you may prefer. Of course 
we do not suggest that other ee 
|persons shall not see Mrs. Eddy at 
suitable times.’ 

Five Weeks. No Reply. 

A reporter for the World. and Post-

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CLERK 1S ACCUSED 
Ur STEALING BONDS 


Accidentally Caught by Super- 
ior—Said to Have Confessed 
$250,000 Theft. 


Special to the Post-Diepatch. 

NEW YORK, April 22.—FEscaping 
from the watch set around him by 28 
of his fellow clerks of the Trust Co. of 
North America, who acted as detectives, 
W. O. Douglas, assistant loan clerk, fell 
into the hands of his immediate super- 
lor, A. M. Ostrom, on the street by 
mere chance, and was arrested yester- 
day morning. He -was charged with 
stealing bonds of the Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific Railroad, valued at 
$50,000, from the trust company. 

Oakleigh Thorne, president of the 
trust company, who did not appear in 
eourt, adinits the defalcation of $50,000. 
Hie says that the bonds have not been 
converted into money and that they 
will be recovered today from the broker 
who has them. 

The police tell of a written confession, 
now in the hands of President Thorne, 
signed by Douglas, admitting that he 
had taken in all bonds worth $250,000. 
The police admitted that they were 
looking for the broker who received 
these bonds and that yesterday they 
covered all ferries and means of egress 
from New York. The broker is O. M. 
Bennett of 42 Wall strest. Wouglas is 
34 vears old. He received a salary of 
$2500 a year. 

Saturday morning at 10:30 he said he 
was going out to luncehon. Trat was 
an unusually early hour for him to go. 
When he had been pone three-quar- 
ters of an hour the loan clerk became 
uneasy and reported his absence. It 
was found that of ‘he securities to 
which Douglas had access, $50,.%° worth 
of coupon bonds, called collateral. trust 
bonds. issued by the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land & Pacific Railroad, and maturing 
in 1613, were missing. 

At the station house 
Douglas figured up for Mr. Thorne the 
statement showing that he had taxen 
in all bonds worth $250,000. He wrote 
a confession, signed it and gave it to 
Mr. Thorne.
